Hundreds of the Little 
Brown Men 


Perish in Floods Caused by 
Severe Storms, 


The Land of the Rising Sun is 
Again Desolated. 
Multitudes Asking Aid from 

the Mikado. 


Report on the Santander Explosion—Gov- 


ernment Precautions Against Anarchists. 
Minneapolis Defaulters Arrested—Rev- 
olution Brewing. in Mexico.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov.. 13. (By the 
Associated Press.) Advices from Yoko- 
hama state that a severe storm swept 
over the southern part of Japan on Oc- 
tober 18, lasting several days. In Oka- 
yama, where the floods wrought the 
most destruction, 141 persons are known 
to have perished, and 100 more are 
missing. There were 1346 houses washed 
away, bridges were destroyed, and 
great numbers of horses and cattle 
were killed. 

From other points, 448 persons are re- 
ported killed, and 475 ships and boats 
were wrecked, 
done to farming lands. Multitudes are 
receiving aid from the local govern- 
ment. 

H. E. Hung Kwun, tate Chinese Min- 
ister to Germany, Russia, Auctria and 
Holland, has died of malarial fever. 

By an imperial ordinance, a commit- 
tee has been organized for the purpose 
of investigating the fluctuations in the 
relative values of gold and silver, and 
recommending necessary changes in the 
Japanese systems of finance. 


FORCES IN OPPOSITION. 


Heavy Firing in Rio Bay io Bay With Loss of Sev- 
eral Lives. 

LONDON, Nov. 13.—(By Cable and 

Assciated Press.) The Times’ ‘advices 

from Rio Janeiro says that there was 

heavy firing on Sunday and Monday of 

last week by government forces, on 


Fort VMlegaynon. Two men were killca 


and seven wounded within the fort. 


The troops of Castella opened mus- 


| ketry-fire on Fort Villegagnon from a 


distance of 1200 yards. Insurgent war- 
ship Aquidaban replied with machine- 
guns, killing or wounding twenty sol- 
diers and four spectators. Firing con- 
tinues night and day. There was an 
immense waste of ammunition. 

On Wednesday, two guns at Castello 
fired on Fort Villegagnon, and the 
Aquidahan again replied with her 
machine-guns. 
business portion of the city, and sev- 
eral persons were injured. Continual 
skirmishes occur at Nitheroy between 
government troops and the insurgents’ 
small craft. Astorpedo-launch was sunk 


on Wednesday. The casualties have 
been slight. Some houses were burned 
at Nitheroy. 


A conference on Tuesday between the 
insurgent leaders resulted in a decision 


+ to shortly hoist the imperial flag. This 


action secures the co-operation of Ad- 
miral Gana, chief of the naval college, 
who carries with him the sympathy of 
many adherents of the army and navy 
who belong to the leading families. The 
consequence of this step is to get into 
the hands of the insurgents the islands 
of Cobras and Inchadas. 
HEAVY CANONADING. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—The World’s 
Rio dispatch says: ‘“‘The situation of 
affairs in and around the city is ex- 
tremely complicated. Fort Villegag- 
non emptied its batteries today on St. 
John’s woods and heights. The shells 
burst around «he drawbridge at quar- 
ters, and several shots fell into Fort 
Villegagnon, destroying the trenches 
and barricades. There was heavy can- 
nonading from Mucangue, Santa Ana, 
Mahuruy and San Lorenco. Part of Ar- 
macoa was still burning early this 
morning. 

“The rebel torpedo boats undertook 
to capture the military school launch. 
On retiring, beaten, they attacked the 
beaches on the south side of the bay. 
Forces from Villegagnon also attacked 
the land force at Santa Luzia. At- 
tacks on the marine and war arsenals 
were repelled. When darkness set in 
serious fighting was going on in the 
neighborhood of Nitheroy.”’ 


WANTED TO FIGHT. 


Scheig and Floyd Arrested at Southampton 
‘After a Struggle. 

LONDON, Nov. 13.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) Philip Scheig, the 
defaulting paying-teller of the Bank 
of Minneapolis, and Frank Floyd, his 
accomplice, were arrested at South- 
ampton tonight, on board the steamer 
from New York. Mr. Gillig, 
Bank of Minneapolis, identified 
men. 

Schieg and Floyd made violent re- 
sistance to arrest, and Schieg tried ta 
use his revolvers. Two revolvers were 
taken from each man. They were 
handcuffed and locked up in jail, and 
will be brought to London tomorrow, 
The baggage of the men, supposed to 
contain the bulk of the stolen money, 
was seized.

DIAZ THREATENED. 


Dissatisfaction Among the Mexicans Will 
Eventually Lead to. Revolution. 

PITTSBURGH, Nov. 13.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) E. E. Roberts of the 
City of Mexico is in Pittsburgh. He 
said, today: ‘“‘A great deal of dissatis- 
faction exists among Mexicans over the 
rule of Diaz. He assumes a more dic- 
tatorial attitude each year, trying to 
establish himself sostrongly as to defy 
allaevolutionary movements. A strong 
feeling is growing up, however, and 
will, unless stopped by some unex- 
pected turn of affairs, ultimately bring 
about a revolution. 

“Such revolts heretofore have been 
successfully checked because a very 
few followers were secured; but the 
day is coming when enough people will 
rise up to make it decidedly interesting 
for the administration.”’ 


GUARDING THE FRONTIER. 


France and Spain Combine Against Anarchist 
Immigration. 

PARIS, Nov. 13.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) The French govern- 
ment has sent three special commis- 
sioners of police to the Spanish frontier 
with instructions to take every precau- 
tion possible to prevent Anarchists 
crosing the frontier. The Spanish gov- 
ernment has pledged itself to take sim- 
ilar action on the other side of the fron- 
tier whenever called upon by the 
French government. 

It is understood that the German, 
Austrian and Italian governments have 
sent additional instructions to their 
frontier police. 

‘MPORTANT CAPTURE. 

PARIS, Nov. 13.—An Italian Anarch- 
ist by the name of Antonio Rinaldi 
was arrested at’ Servianan.

WILL TAKE THE ROADS. 


The Russian Government to Control the 
Three Princinal Lines in the Empire. 

LONDON, Nov. 13—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The Standard’s cor- 
respondent at St. Petersburg says that, 
as a strategic measure to secure en- 
tire control of the three principal rail- 
ways in Russia, in the event of the 
mobilization. of troops, the government 
decided to avail itself of the clause to the 
concession, by acquiring them from the 
private company which built the roads, 
on payment of compensation in the 
sum of $590,000,000. The roads run from 
St, Petersburg to Moscow, from St. 
Petersburg to Warsaw, and from Mos- 
cow to Novgorod.

An attempt was made 
this evening to assassinate Georgie- 
vitch, the Servian Minister to France, 
by a poorly-dresséd man, who fired a 
shot at him while he was in a réstau- 
rant.

Liliuokalani Ready tor 
Her Throne. 


The Latest Steamer Advices 
from Hawaii. 


Minister Willis Accredited to the 
Goveriument. 


Admiral Skerrett Returns to San 
Francisco. 


A League Pledged to Sustain the Present 
Administration in the Islands—Fur- 
ther Talk of a Protectorate— 

At Washington. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

HONOLULU, Nov. 7.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press, via San 
Franscisco, Nov. 13.) Up to the time 
the steamer left Honolulu, Minister 
Willis had not made known his instrug¢- 
tions from President Cleveland,, conse- 
quently there was no disorder of any 
kind. The new minister arrived early 
on the morning of November 4, and 
went direct to Blount’s old quarters at 
the,Hawalian Hotel. He refused to see 
reporters until Monday, as he was ill 
from the effects of travel. On Sunday 
and Monday the minister remained at 
the hotel resting, while the people of 
Honolulu wondered what he was going 
to do.. On Monday morning Minister 
Willis submitted to an interview, and 
his remarks left no doubt that he is 
duly accredited to the provisional gov- 
ernment. He said: 

“THE HAWAIIAN GOVERNMENT.” 

“TIT am sorry I can say nothing on the 
political question at the present tirne. 
In the course of the morning I intend 
to address a note to your Minister of 
Foreign Affairs asking when it will 
suit the convenience of President Dole 
to receive my credentials from the 
United ftates government. At the 


game time I-shali-send him the manu-~ 


script of a copy of the remarks I intend 
to deliver on the occasion of my pres- 
entation to him. This is my first ex- 
perience in diplomatic matters, but I 
understand such to be the custom. 
Whenever the president notifies me of 
his readiness to receive me, F shall be 
on hand. Under the circumstances, it 
would be an act of discourtesy to the 
Hawaiian government to discuss the 
political situation at the present time.’’ 
LEFT IN DOUBT. 

President Dole pronfptly replied to 
Minister Willis’s note, and it was ar- 
ranged that the United States envoy 
present his credentials to.the provi- 
sional government at 11 o’clock on 
Tuesday morning, November 7. Tues- 
day morning Minister Willis was again 
interviewed, and again declined to state 
whether he would do more than pre- 
sent his credentials on the occasion of 
his first meeting with the representa- 
tives of the provisional government. 
He positively declined to state whether 
he would make his official communica- 
tion from the United States government 
to the, Hawaiian authorities, At the 
time of the last interview, prepara- 
tions were making for the sailing of 
the steamer China for San Francisco. 

The next steamer, the Australia, sails 
on Saturday, November Il. Minister 
Willis even refused to say whether the 
exact nature of his mission to Hawaii 
would be made known before that date. 
The steamer China put to sea between 
11 o’clock and noon on Tuesday. 

THE DATE FIXED. 

Late on Sunday night, November 6, 
there was a large gathering at the 
house of Mr. Widemann, one of the 
Queen’s supporters. The gathering 
was attended solely by men in sympa- 
thy with the cause of ex-Queen Liliuo- 
kalani. The ex-Queen had passed the 
word around among her supporters 
that she was to be restored to the 
throne on Wednesday, November 8, 
the day following the departure of the 
steamer China for San Francisco. It 
is reported that the gathering at Mr. 
Widemann’s house was of the nature 
of a jubilee. 

When Admiral Irwin arrived at Hon- 
olulu, Monday, November 6, on the 
steamship China, accompanied by 
Lieuts. Adams and Parmenter, he im- 
mediately went on board the Phila- 
delphia, and was busily engaged on 
board until Tuesday morning. 

ADMIRAL SKERRETT. 

Admiral Skerrett, who was relieved 
by Admiral Irwin, and Lieuts. Wilson 
and ‘Fox, also relieved, took a formal 
farewell of President Dole and the 
provisicnal cabinet on November 1.

WILL YIELD TO FORCE. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 13.—At the 
Hawaiian consulate in this city no news 
was received by the steamship China 
which would throw any further light 
on the situation at the islands. 

Consul Wilder stated to a reporter 
that. in case the administration should 
ask the provisional- government to step 
down and out, the answer would un- 
doubtedly be that the request could not 
be granted, but, that, in case the use 
of force should be threatened, the pro- 
visional government could have but one 
course to pursue. Resistance to the 
power of the United States would be 
useless, but the government would pro- 
test with all its moral force against 
such a high-handed outrage. 

Should the United States protectorate 
of the monarchy be withdrawn, that 
monarchy would not last a day. Un- 
questionably, the next revolution would 
not be as peaceful as the last, and the 
monarchy would surely be overthrown 
once and. for all. 


GREATLY SURPRISED. 


Admiral Skerrett and His Officers Learn oi 
Cleveland’s Decision. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 13.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The steamer China 
did not dock 10 o'clock this mtrn- 
ing, owing to low tide. On account of 
the fact that she arrived two days 
ahead of time, it was thought she 
brought news of great importance, but 
it turned out that her quick time was 
due to favorable weather. Among the 
passengers are Admiral Skerrett and 
family and Lieut. Fox, his flag-lieuten- 
ant and fiis secretary, Lieut. Wilson. 
The naval officers were greatly sur- 
prised when they heard the news of 
President Cleveland’s decision with re- 
gard to Hawail. They would not ex- 
press an opinion of any kind, as that 
would be contrary to naval etiquette. 
to criticise the administration. The ad- 
miral stated he had received a cabl- 
message to go to China, but was or- 
dered to proceed first to San Francisco. 
Further orders will be received here. 

Hawaiians in San Francisco are won- 
dering how the royalist faction obtains 
its inside ne‘vs. From the day the 
Queen was deposed, she and her sup- 
porters have never lost confidence in 
their cause. They have made _ predic- 
tions as to the action of the United 
States that have been often verified, 
and the annexationists in Honolulu, 
when they heard that the Queen had 
ordered new uniforms for her retain- 
ers, hardly knew what to think. 

It is the opinion of those who came 
up from Honolulu on the China that 
the annexationists will make no resist- 
ance if the United States orders the 


Queen put back, but that this govern-' 


ment will have to keep a force of 
men constantly on shore to maintain 
her on the throne, and that will practi- 
cally amount to annexation, with the 
singtlar anomaly of a territory of the 
United States, governed by a woman 
who calls herself a queen, 

Admiral Skerrett will take the 
steamer China, on her return voyage 
for Hong Kong, where he is to take 
charge of the China station. The 
China sails on the 21st inst. 
SENATOR MITCHELL ASTOUNDED. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 13.—Senaior 
J. H. Mitchell of Oregon arrived in the 
city this morning from Washington. S«-n- 
ator Mitchell has positive views on the 
Hawaiian quéstion, and, in an interview 
said he thought the government ough: 
to be better employed than in trying 
to resuscitate a defunct monarchy in 
Hawaii. 

The news of President Cleveland's in- 
tentions had astounded. him, and, in 
his opinion, recognition of the effete 
monarchy was a decided mistake. On 
general American principles, he said, 
the purpose was a weak one, and rep- 
resents a backing-down on the part of 
the United States government.

MEMPHIS, Novy. 13.—(By the Assoct- 
ted Press.) The Lennox Block went up 
in a blaze tonight. The fire communi- 
cated with other buildings and, for a 
time, a. general conflagration was 
threatened. There was a scene of wild 
confusion and horror. Men jumped 
from the windows to save their lives, 
and several were injured seriously. At 
least two lives are supposed to have 
been lost. 

The fire originated in front of 
Schmatzereid’s store, caused by the ex- “ 
plosion of a lamp. Frank L. Mont- 
verde and John Mignold rushed through 
the flames to the open air and were 
painfully scorched. The flames licked 
their way upstairs, which were the only 
means of exit from the top stories. 
Attention was attracted by cries from 
the third story in the rear which was 
occupied by the Young Men's Christian 
Association. Several firms were seen 
stifling in smoke and appealing for aid. 

Before the firemen could locate the 
imprisoned men the heat became so 
intense that they were forced to jump.

Two men were at the windows until 
relieved by the hook-and ladder bri- 
sade They were almost suffocated.

MARYSVILLE (Cal.,) Nov. 13.—The 
Yuba County Midwinter Fair Associa- 
tion was formally -organized today.

MEDALS DELINQUENT. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—There is 
much complaint among the exhibitors 
over the delay in awarding the World’s 
Fair medals, as many of the exhibitors 
expect to make the most of their med- 
als in an advertising way. They com- 
plain that the great delay will rob them 
of much of the commercial advantage 
which they expected to reap in return 
for the heavy expense involved in mak- 
ing .World’s Fair exhibits. The design 
by St. Gaudens for the official’ medals 
is here, but the contract for manufactur- 
ing the medals is not yet awarded, and 
it is still uneertain whether the work 
will be done by the United States mint. 

The plan of the treasury officials 
which contemplates medals of elegant 
workmanship, would require four or 
five months, as it would necessitate 
the stamping of some of the medals 
00 or 500 times, and it does not seem 
probable that the work could be com- 
pleted before next summer. The blame 
is laid to the Committee of Awards or 
to Designer St. Gaudens for not fur- 
nishing the designs earlier. 

A BUILDING ATTACHED. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 13.—The Sheriff took 
possession of the Washing‘on State 
building at the World’s Fair grounds 
today under an attachment by the 
Union National Bank to enforce claims 
of $1325. 

The Washington State commissioners 
had an account at the Merchants’ Na- 
tional Bank of Tacoma. They drew a 
check for $325 and a draft for $1000 on 
account, but the bank had suspended, 
and payment was refused. The Union 
National Bank of Chicago had cashed 
the paper, and brings suit to recover 
the amount advanced.

THURSTON IN WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13-—L. A. 
Thurston, Minister of Hawaii to the 
United States, returned to -this city 
tonight. He refused to be interviewed 
in regard to the Hawaiian situation, 
and would say nothing further than 
what he said to an Associated Press 
representative in Chicago, When asked 
if he knew anything of the contents of 
the cipher dispatch which the State 
Department received today from Hon- 
olulu via San Francisco, the Minister 
replied he had no information on the 
subject. 

He admitted that he had received ad- 
vices from the Hawaiian government by 
the steamer China, but said he had 
not as much information as the press 
reports published this afternoon. 
Thurston was asked what course he 
proposed to pursue in view of the situ- 
ation in which his government is placed 
by the declaration of the administra- 
tion’s policy. He replied that he had 
not perfected plans as yet. 

Later.—It now transpires that the 
State Department received a commu- 
nication from Honolulu which was tel- 
egraphed from San Fran:isco, written 
in the Navy Department cipher, Se- 
curing the substance of the official con- 
muazication, Secretary Gresham took a 
copy to Woodley for conference with 
President Cleveland. Nothing was 


given out as the substance of the’ 


dispatch. The plan of the Hawaiian rep- 
resentatives is evidently to stand rig- 
idly upon the rights acquired by rec- 
ognition of their government. ~ 

Congress will undoubtedly take up the 
Hawaiian question immediately upon 
assembling in December. A fight, it 
is said, will be made upon the ad 
tration policy on the ground that it de- 
clared war without the consent of Con- 
gress. If the present government 
peacefully yields to the persuations of 
the American Minister, the question in- 
volved is whether so peaceable a »pro- 
ceeding could be regarded as an act of 
war. It is argued that it would be an 
act of aggression on a sovereign power 
none the less because that power 
peacefully yielded to the threat of an 
overwhelmingly superior force. 

There is a shrewd surmise in Wash- 
ington that the restoration of Queen 
Liliuokalani may not be followed by the 
withdrawal of the entire influence of 
the United States, but that, with the 
work of the last administration once 
undone, a protectorate may be estab- 
lished over the monarchy. One clear 
and certain result of the present inci- 
dent would seem to be that annexation 
will never be proffered to the United 
States by the Hawaiians agein.

AN EXCEPTIONAL MONARCH. 


How the Queen Regent of Spain Astonishes 
Her Ministers. . 

When Alfonso XII - of Spain cied 
Queen Christine took her ministers’ 
breath away by refusing to accept the 
$200,000 a year she was entitled to as 
regent and widow of the late monarch. 

Without a moment’s hesitation she 
began her regency: with this act of un- 
selfishness. She told her ministers that 
she thought Spain was ‘not’ a. posi- 
tion to pay both king and regent: No 
regent or relict of a sovereigu ever had 
refused this pension and Queen Chris- 
tina’s step caused a sensation. 

Her Majesty undertook to carry on 
the ceremonial of the Bourbon court 
with the annual stipend allotted to her 
three children by the Cortes. Little 
King Alfonso gets $1;400,000 a year, the 
Princess of Asturias, $100,000, and the 
Infanta Maria, $50,000. 

The Queen administers the salaries of 
her children herself. All the grandeur 


and pomp of the proudest court in) 


Europe is paid for by her out of these 
sums. One might be disposed to think 
this a good deal of money, indeed, but 
the life of any. private individu: ! can 
never furnish a standard by which to 
estimate the waste and exaggerations 
on all sides that royalty pays for with 
the money of the nation. ' 

Few people can imagine the cost of 
keeping up the royal palaces at Madrid, 
El Pardo, Escurial, Avanjuez, La 
Granja. and San Sebastian, each with 
its host of sarvants and retainers. 

The stables alone of the royal palace 
of Madrid cost a fortune to keep up, 
though the regent has greatly reduced 
the number of horses and lackeys since 
the death of Alfonso, who took pride in 
his splendid teams, liveries, carriages, 


} and his stud of hungers and thorough- 


The private expenses of the royal 
family would not be excessive, but the 
Queen is obliged to extend unlimited 
and stately hospitality, and many peo- 
ple not upon the household lists live 
upon the palace in some sort. 

The Queen and her children live and 
dress simply,. comparatively speaking, 
but they are expected to pay at least 
ten times more than any one else for 
what they buy, and they are often 
obliged to pay for things which are 
simply forced upon them. To give a 
couple of instances: Within a short 
time the Queen has had to pay $100,000 
for a portrait of her son, which is such 
a bad likeness that she can never hang 
it. Then she was expected to pay $500 
for a little painting in which a talented 
Spanish artist had only cast on canvas 
a few flowers in a wine glass.

The Water Question. 

The promise of an early and satis- 
factory solution of the water problem 
is not good. The question, as our peo- 
ple know, has been under discussioy 
in the Council and in the press for a 
Jong, long time. A multitude of prop- 
ositions and suggestions have been 
made, some good, some indifferent, some 
bad. There is without doubt a senti- 
ment existing in favor of the munici- 
pal ownership of the public water, but 
it is by no means an overwhelming 
sentiment. The chief desire of the 
mass of citizens is for a water Ssys- 
tem which shall give pure and abund- 
ant water at fair prices. Whether the 
water be supplied by the city or by a 
private company is of minor conse- 
quence, so that it ‘be supplied on a 
proper basis. 

The regulation of prices and the 
conditions of service are properly mat- 
ters within the control of the city and 
enforcement of the contract is a neces- 
sity demanded by the public interest. 
No water corporation can get away 
with the city, except through the con- 
nivance, ignorance, weakness OF other 
fault of the City Council. If the peo- 
ple are abused in respect to their water 
supply they have a right to look to 
their representatives in the City Coun- 
cil for redress. All corporations doing 
business with the public will bear 
watching, and in the present case it 
is the business of the City Council 
to do that watching. It is not neces- 
sary to overthrow an existing contract 
or invade the rights of a public cor- 
poration and attempt to set up a rival 
system because of lapses on the part 
of that corporation. The proper thing 
to do is to force the corporation to 
perform its contract. 

After many efforts and Ixpse of much 
time in. attempting to come to an 
agreement with Messrs. Peirce and 


Shaffer for the acquirement by 
the city from them of the Los 
Angeles city water system, which 


they recently purchased from the old 
company, the Water Committee of the 
City Council has failed to reach re- 
sults. That committee was directed to 
bring in a report on the subject and 
yesterday brought in three reports, all 
different. The price asked by the 
owners was $3,200,000, but the members 
of the committee on their several re- 
ports do not recommend either the ac- 
ceptance or rejection of this offer, 
“claiming that they have as yet insuffi- 
cient data upon which to base calcula- 
tions and recommendations. On the 
other hand, the owners protest that 
they have furnished the committee all 
the leading facts bearing on the ex- 
tent and value of their property, and 
claim that the committee is possessed 
ofsufficient data.on which to base 
action if it means business. So the 
matter stands. There is no agreement 
and no prospect of an agreement. 

In this state of affairs it is pertinent 
to lay down a few leading propositions 
bearing upon the whole matter, and 
which must confront our people on 
any consideration of the water ques- 
tion which may hereafter come up: : 
(1) The people cannot be asked by 
the Council to pay a higher price for. 
the works than they are fairly worth. 

(2) The owners cannot he forced by 
law or ordinance to accept a suim 
materially less than they believe their 
property to be worth. 

(3) The negotiating parties 
wide apart, there is no trade. 

(4) Failing in the effort to purchase 
the works the City Council has no legal 
or moral right to take any action 
which will destroy or depreciate the 
property of a corporation which is 
dealing with the city under contract, 
and whose property, by the terms of 
that contract, will fall into the hands 
of the city at a stated time, to-wit: in 
less than five years. 

(5) In other words, the scheme of a 
rival system to be erected by the city, 
whilé under contract with the existing 
company for its water supply, is im- 
practicable and inexpedient, if not ab- 
solutely unjust. rival system—a 
duplication of the works—cannot be ac- 
complished without causing one of the 
systems to be superfluous and some- 
body is bound, sooner or later, to sus- 
tain a heavy loss—either the city; which 
erects the superfluous works, the com- 
pany, whose system will thus be par- 
alleled and measurably destroyed, or 
the people who, at least, will be com- 
pelled to foot the bills, for it is their 
pockets that ultimately suffer in trans- 
actions of this kind. 

6) “The short-sighted advocates of a 
rival water system appear to assume 
that as soon as the rival system shall 
have been erected by the city, consumers 
would immediately OVer to it in a 
body. This is a niistake, which oucht 
to be apparent to any local statesman 
who thinks beyond thg end of his nose. 
Such a result would lot occur. The pa- 
tronage would be divided between two 
companies, and would do an un... 
profitable businémemimless the rates were 
doubled, for it BBBBt be borne in mind 
that the rates would have to be the 
same. The city could not undersell the 
old company, could it force the 


being 


(7) Then there is the question of lit- 
igation, in which the city. will surely 
be involved, should it attempt to de- 
stroy the existing contract with the City 
Water Company, or take other action, 
the effect of which would destroy or 
cripple that company’s property, and 
litigation is tedious and frightfully ex- 
pensive, especially when conducted on 
behalf of a municipality, contending 
with a strong corporation. 

(8) The conclusion is, therefore, ob- 
vious, from all the facts in the case, 
and all the complications surrounding 
the situation, that it is impracticable 
at this time for the city to acquire 
the existing water system on any basis 
Satisfactory to the people who would 
be called upon to vote bonds for the 
purpose. The Times, speaking for itself, 
and at least some of the people, would 
certainly oppose any bond proposition 
brought forward at this time and un- 
der existing circumstances, with all 
these complications in front of us. and 
with the prospect of greater ones to 
arrive. What we mean is, that we will 
be called upon, in the public interest, 
to oppose any bond proposition designed 
for the purchase of the present works 
at more than their value, or designed 
for the erection of parallel works, not 
required for the supply of the peo- 
ple’s wants. Rather than this, we would 
favor making an official demand 
upon the present company for the ex- 
tension of its system from time to 
time, to meet the growth of the city. 

(9) The course, then, for the city to 
pursue, is, in our judgment, to call the 
negotiations off, and wait until July 
1898, for the final adjustment -of the 
matter under the terms of the existing 
contract. 

If there be any better plan for reach- 
ing right results, we shall be happy to 
see it pointed out, and we will salute 
with deference the wise man, whoever 


he may be, that brings that plan to the 
front. 


Republics and Republics.

The Spanish-American republics 
are very much torn up-at presents The 
trouble is ‘that a majority of the inhab- 
itants of these countries are not suffi- 
ciently advanced to realize the respon- 
Sibilities as well as the advantages of 
& republican form of government, the 
consequence of which is that these re- 
publics, in a majority of cases, are re- 
publics only in name. Instigated by 


the marvelous Success whic 

tended the republican | 
United States, these smaller countries 
of the south naturally wish to imitate 
our action and share in our prosperity. 
They forget, however, that a good re- 
public cannot be made with poor anda. 
rial. To make a strong republic the 
people must possess a high moral sense 
of the responsibilities of the individual 
citizen. must know how to submit to 
the will of the majority, and must be 
able to exercise strict self-control. Such 
were tHe men who landed on the bleak 
shores of New England and established 
the greatest. republic which the world 
has everséen. Had they been men of 
a less stalwart type, it is doubtful 
whether this nation ‘would have existed 
until now. Those men had been 
brought through the fiery ordeal of re- 
ligious persecution, and knew how to 
appreciate the blessings of liberty, 
while their high moral sense and feel- 
ing of responsibility to the Creator as 
well as to their fellow-men, prevented 
them from falling into that dangerous 


mistake of combining liberty with Hl- 


It is not so with many of these gso- 
called republics of the south. The pop- 
ulation of these countries ‘is much 
mixed, being largely composed of igno- 
rant Indians and half-breeds, who do 
not know how to appreciate the fran- 
chise when they get it. Education is 
an exception and not a rule, and the 
ordinary conception of a republic 
among the common people is a form of 
government under which every man 
can do pretty nearly as he pleases, 
without regard to the rights of his neigh- 
bors. To grant a full-fledged republican 
form of government to such people is 
like throwing pearls before swine. The 
natural and inevitable result is a series 
of bloody struggles for wert between 
discontented aspirants for ‘the presi- 
dency—or rather dictatorship—which 
keep the country in constant turmoil; 
keep out foreign capital, and retard the 
development of its resources. The best 
thing that can happen to such countries 
is that they shall succeed in securing a 
man of force and good intentions as 
dictator, who, while maintaining peace 
and developing the resources of the 
country, will encourage the diffusion of 
education among the people, so that 
after the younger generation shall have 
grown up, the voters may be prepared 
to maintain a republfe in fact as well 
as in name.

Enforce the Law. 

A large majority of our citizens are 
much dissatisfied with the manner in 
which the laws relating to the saloons 
are being enforced—or rather not be- 
ing enforced. It took a long time and 
a vast amount of painful shilly-shally- 
ing on part of the police commissioners 
to get them to agree to the regulations 
which are supposed to have gone into 
effect-on the first of this month. We 
say “supposed to have gone into ef- 
fect,” for there is no visible indication 
that any change has taken place in 
the condition of affairs, as they were 
before Novémber 1, either in regard 
to side-entrances, private rooms or 
Sunday and midnight closing. Maj. 
Stern, the new member of the board, 
is there in the plac@ of Mr. Stockwell, 
whose failure to ‘‘connect”’ is generally 
understood to be due tothe fact that he 
was known to be a stalwart in de- 
manding the execution of the law as it 
relates to saloons, without fear or 
favor. The citizens expect that Maj. 
Stern will stand up for the law as Mr. 
Stockwell would have done had he 
been elected. They also expect the 
Board of Police Commissioners as a 
whole to see that the taw is enforced 
without fear or favor. 

There has been altogether too much 
beating about the bush in connection 
with this saloon question, and the de- 
cent citizens are becoming disgusted 
with the manner in which the law has 
been evaded. 

Let the Police Commission and the 
City Council sustain the Chief of 
Police and manfully back him up in 
enforcing the law. Glass will do his 
duty, but cannot succeed if his supe- 
riors ‘‘slump”’ in theirs. 


The District Attorney has given the 
opinion that the $10,000 or more remain- 
ing over from the amount appropriated 
to the Los Angeles county display at 
the World’s Fair may legally be used 
to aid our exhibit at the Midwinter 
Fair in San Francisco. It would all be 
now straight sailing, only that there 
are not a few of our citizens who are 
of opinion that we should endeavor to 
make a good exhibit of some kind here 
in order to attract visitors who come 
to San Francisco from the East. The

Should Southern California not 
make its display of citrus fruit there, 
we should labor under a disadvantage, 
and Easterners might obtain a false im- 
pression of the possibilities of the two 
sections, as the Northern counties are 
going to strain every nerve to make a | 
fine display. Perhaps the best way 
would be to cut the surplus in the 
hands of the: supervisors in two, giving 
one-half to the Midwinter Fair and the 
other half toward a horticultural dis- 
play in Los Angeles. 


The latest cry that has been raised 
by those who oppose the restoration 
of the established form of government 
in Hawaii is that the lives and prop- 
erty of American citizens on the islands 
will be in danger. Some Eastern firms 
who have interests there appear to 
have been unduly exciting themselves 
on this score. These dire forebodings 
have a giimsy foundation, as a few 
moments’ reflection will show. Those 
who oppose the government which it. 
is proposed to re-establish are mainly 
aliens, and largely Americans, there- 
fore, it would be from these, or from 
natives incited by them, that trouble 
might be expecied. This is very im- 
probable. In any case, however, our 
government will. undoubtably know 
how to provide for the safety of Amer- 
ican citizens on the islands, under what- 
ever form of government they may 
live. Indeed, careful and positive in- 
structions on this point” have already 
been forwarded from Washington. 


The shorthand men are considerably 
worked-up over the statements which 
have appeared in The Times, in regard 
to theif outrageous charges. They are 
attempting to lessen the force of the 
disclosures, but cannot deny that, by 
combination, they have doubled the

American countries they take their 
lives in their hands to 2 great extent. 
This, however, does not relieve the 
United States from the responsibility 
of carefully guarding the lives and 
property of its citizens abroad, and of 
sternly avenging any outrages to which 
they miay be subjected. 


The Treasury Department has 
evolved a plan for increasing the pres- 
ent gold reserve to the legal limit. It 
requires the assistance of the New 
York banks to put,it into effect, and is 
nothing less than a proposition that 
the latter increase the proportion of 
gold in their deposits in the New York 
sub-treasury when covering the certi- 
fied checks presented by importers in 
payment of customs duties.’

THE NEW VEHICLE ORDINANCE. 


An ordinance regulating the use of 
the streets and sidewalks, as. pre- 
sented by the City Attorney, was 
passed. ’ 

Its passage was the outcome of the 
proposed bicycle ordinance, over 
which there was so much talk several 
weeks ago. The ordinance does not pro- 
vide specifically for the use of bicycles, 
but regulates the use of all vehicles on 
public streets. It says: “It is hereby 
declared unlawful for any person to 
ride ‘or drive any horse or other ani- 
mal, or any wagon, cart, carriage, bi- 
cycle, or other vehicle, upon any. pub- 
lic sidewalk of the city of Los Angeles, 
or to leave or to permit any horse- 
cart, wagon, carriage, truck or hand- 
cart to stand upon any public sidewalk 
of said city; or to allow, or permit, any 
horse or cart, carriage, wagon, truck, 
hand-cart or other vehicle to stand upon 
any public street of said city.in such 
manner as to obstruct the free use 
thereof.”’ A violation of the ordinanceé 
is punishable by a fine not exceeding 
$50, or imprisonment not exceeding fifty 
days, or both.

A Stir Among the Court 
Reporters. 


Not Satisfied With the Exorbitant 
Legal Rates 


Some of Them Resort to Padding 
and Overcharges. 


F. H. Longley of Department Five Denies | 


~ That He is in the Combine— 
Leo’s Rutan-like 
Grip. 


The little expose in Sunday's Times, 
of some of the practices of the short- 
hand court reporters in this county, has 
attracted much attention among attor- 
neys, whose clients, the dear public, 
are daily cinched under color of law. 
Even,the shorthand writers themselves 
are not a unit on the subject, and, in- 
stead of shielding one another, as is 
usually the case, they are very free 
and outspoken in “blaming it all on 
the other fellow.”’ 

As is generally understood, the offi- 
cial list of Superior: Court reporters is 
as follows: Department One, F. H. 
McAllister; Two, Henry Henderson; 
Three, Longley & Co.; Four, Thomas 
R. Dering; Five, F. H. Longley, and 
Department Six, Leo Longley. The 
late Charles Rutan was the official 
shorthand reporter in Department 
Three, but no successor was appointed 
to fill his place after his death. It is 
said of the late Judge Wade, who 
presided in Department Three, that 
when he was asked why he did not fill 
Rutan’s place, answered that as soon 
as he found a thoroughly competent, 
sober, industrious and honest reporter, 
who was tn need of such a position, he 
would appoint him. 

In Judge McKinley’s court, Depart- 
ment Six, there is also an existing va- 
cancy, occasioned by the resignation, 
some time ago, of Leo Longley, who 
accepted a better-paying position with 
Judge Ross, in the United States 
courts. Notwithstanding these two va- 
cancies, the Court Journal, in its daily 
court calendars,. gives Longley & Co. 
as official court reporter for Depart- 
ment ree, and Leo Longley still as 
reporter for Department Six, although 
when the latter resigned from Judge 
McKinley’s court to go over to the 
Federal building, it was understood 
that he only did s6 because he could 
not legally hold on to both positions 


at one time. | 

But, accorditig to the daily advertise- 
ments, backed by recent developments, 
Leo Longley has not let go his grip on 
the State courts. In the County Audi- 
tor’s books his name appears as hav-

October. The firm of Longley & Co. 
did not have any warrants c; , as 
the individual members of the finn 
put the bills in under their separate 
names. There is nothing to show that 
this firm ever intended to do any work,

F. H. Longley, the reporter of De- 
partment Five, and a brother of Leo, 
was seen yesterday and denied that he 
was a member of the combine. When 
asked whether he was a member of the 
firm of Longley & Co., he said he was 
not, and that the firm consisted of 
Leo Longjey, Reporter Henry Hender- 
son of Department Two, and Reporter 
Thomas R. Dering of Department 
Four. F. H. Longley said he was ap- 
pointed by Judge Shaw, and attended 
strictly to the business of his depart- 
ment, although, when at leisure and 
called to take testimony in another 
courtroom, he had often done so and 
Saw no reason why a court reporter 
should not ‘“‘put in’’ all his time to the 
best advantage, as long as it is done 
honestly. F. H. Longley denied, how- 
ever, most emphatically that he had 
éver done this through any precon- 
certed arrangement or for the purpose 
of simply “holding down” a place 
until some member of the Longley & 
Co. firm had finished another job. As 
to the collection of double fees, F. H. 
Longley said he had worked at his 
occupation for many years and during 
all that time had striven to maintain a 
reputation for honesty. In regard to 
the present instance, he handed the 
reporter the following:- 

“During the time I have been clerk 
of Department Fivé of the Superior 
Court, Mr. F. H. Longley, its official 
reporter, has never received more than 
$10 for one day’s services in reporting, 
as in every instace where more than 
one case has been tried that amount 
($10) has been pro-rated between the 
seyeral cases in the proportions fixed 
by the court. Nor has he ever been a 
party to the following: Sitting in a 
case in the morning and allowing an- 
other. of the combine to report the 
continuation of the same case in the 
afternoon, and each of the two would 
then put in his bill for the $10 per diem. 
I know these facts because it is my 
duty to collect the reporter’s fees from 
litigants, make the apportionment 
when necessary under the order of 
the court, and at the end of the day 
turn over to Mr. Longley the amount 
‘due him. W. H. WHITTEMORE,

In conclusion F. H. Longley was 
asked if Los Angeles was represented 
in the courts reporters’ lobby at Sacra- 
mento last winter. He said that so 
far as he knew there was only one 
bill out of the many on the subject 
which wes of such seriousness as to 
call for any action on the part of the 
Los Angeles reporters. Leo Longley 
was sent up to look out for their in- 
terests. 

Another feature of this latest court 
reporter scandal which has been spoken 
of among those on the inside for a 
long time is that other reporters, not 
members of the firm of Longley & Co., 
have had their demands scaled down 
more than once by the Board of Super- 
visors. The demands for .per diem 
were all allowed, but there had been 
not only. in the transcrib- 
ing of testimony, but overcharges as 
well. In taking down and _ transcrib- 
ing the testimony in mamy cases the 
arguments of counsel had been sand- 
wiched in g0°as to increase the num- 
ber of folios. As there is no pro- 
_ vision in law which recognizes ‘‘the 
arguments of counsel,”” ag part of the

THE LATE JUDGE WADE. 
Memotial Adopted by the Members of the 


At 10 o’clock yesterday morning the 
members of the bar of this county met 
in adjourned session in the courtroom 
of Department Four to receive the re- 


week to prepare a memorial touching 
the death of Hon. W. P. Wade. 

Upon being called upon to submit the 
report, Hon. W. H. Clark, chairman of 
the committee, read an eloquent me- 
morial, which was ordered spread upon 
the minutes of each department of the 
Superior Court. 

After giving a biographical sketch of 
the deceased jurist and reviewing his 
ee services as a soldier.and in civil 
life, the memorial concludes as follows: 

“His character was one easy of an- 
alysis. While modest and retiring, he 
was yet a positive man. He had no 
negatives. He never shunned respon- 
sibility, never turned aside to avoid 
consequences. His nature was singu- 
larly pure, fearless, open and sincere. 
He was absolutely incapable of subter- 
fuge, or deceit. These qualities of 
‘mind gave to his speech and manner, 
in dealing; with the causes before him, 
a directness which sometimes subjected 
him to the unmeritc4 criticism of oc- 
casionally displaying an absence of that 
urbanity and courtesy which should 
ever distinguish the bench. But mem- 
bers of the bar and those brought in 
contact with him soon learned that this 
was but the rough outside. They soon 
came to know and appreciate Wade and 
his strong and earnest character, and 
to realize that he only sought: to ad- 
minister justice with accuracy and dis- 
patch, and then this mistaken impres- 
sion of him passed away. His was not 
a cold, calculating, politic disposition. 
He possersed not the arts by which to 
‘pluek allegiance from men’s. hearts.’ 
He never courted popularity or sought 
to win the plaudits of the crowd; but 
conscious ever of the rectitude of his 
own intentions, he relied upon the can- 
did fudgment of his fellow-men to 
justify and approve the results of his 
official action. His law reading had 
been wide and his grasp of legal prin- 
ciples was clear and vigorous. He sought 
rather to decide cases upon the broad 
principles of what he deemed justice, 
than upon those technicalities with 
which its administration is too often’ 
cloufled. Such he was as a lawyer and 
a judge. As a man, a comrade and a 
friend, we cannot in the brief space of 
this memorial do justice to his worth, 
but can onTfy quote from the great dra- 
matist: ‘His life was gentle, and the 
elements so mixed in him that nature 
might stand up and say to all the 
world, ‘“‘This was a man.”’”’ 

Hon B. N. Smith and J. L. Murphey, 
Esq., and Hon. W. Van Dyke, chairman 
of the meeting, paid tribute to the 
memory of the deceased judge in elo- 
quent and feeling terms; and after a 
resolution to the effect that copies of 
the memorial be sent to the members 
of. the Supreme Court, the family of the 
deceased and the press, had en 
adopted, the meeting adjourned.

i business is being conducted strictly upon a busi- 
ness basis. Heretofore discounts have been given to 
almost any one who have asked for them; it is one of the se- 
rious evils of business. .There is no one thing in the busi- 
ness world that has gained the headway that discounts have. 
On and after December Ist the discounts of this house will 
be done away with. The only discounts that will be given 
to any one will be to ministers of the gospel. In looking 
over our books we found nearly seven hundred names regis- 
tered for 10 per cent. discount; this alone shows the enor- 
mity of the abuse. - Recently purchasing agencies have been 
started, and these men are going all over the city collecting 
initiation fees and proffering a discount of 10 per cent. to 
their members, making a class affair, or in other words, a 
boycott upon legitimate business methods. While a large 
number of the dressmakers in this city are a worthy class, 
still a few have greatly abused the courtesy extended them. 
Merchants have suffered from these few, preferring to suffer 
rather than to protect their business. Not long ago we sold 
a fine hat to a lady and sent her to a dressmaker to have a 
dress made we sold her; the lady was advised to return the 
hat and select another—then the dressmaker whom we 
favored had the gall to claim a discount on the hat, and quit 
trading here because we would not allow it. Recently about 
half a dozen fire-eaters have undertaken a boycott because 
we choose our own medium for advertising. We simply 
draw the line and shall in the future do business upon busi- 
ness principles. We will refuse discounts from other mer- 
chants and will decline to give discounts to them. There is 
no reason why a good customer should pay a full price, and 
a customer who is hard to please should be able to buy 
goods for less than the price. There is no reason why any 
purchasing agency should be able to dictate where a cus- 
tomer should trade; and there is no good reason why a mer- 
chant should pay a dressmaker 10 per cent. on a sale the 
dressmaker knew nothing about and only knew where the 
goods came from when she found the check inside the pack- 
age. Trade that a merchant buys is of no earthly aceount, 
and in place of being an injury we know it will be a positive 
benefit in the future to refuse all discounts. We, as mer-% 
chants, continually send business to dressmakers, and we be- 
lieve the courtesy should be extended by them; if they 
choose differently we have no objection. The time has come 
for us to refuse a!l discount trade and treat everybody upon 
a fair, square, legitimate basis. We believe one person is en- 
titled to buy goods as cheaply as another, and the small 
amount we lose in refusing discounts will be more than 
gained by the legitimate rights of all. One price, plain fig- 
ures and cash. No discounts, and money refunded on un- 
satisfactory purchases. The nearer a merchant adheres to 
legitimate methods the more speedy his advancement, Gen-__ 
erally parties who receive these discounts want the most 
on articles, and if the goods are not as cheap as else- 
where they drag their customers out of the store; or if the 
dressmaker takes exception to the clerk they make the pro- 
prietor suffer for it. Whatever donations are made to char- 
ity it will not be done to obtain business by giving 10 per 
cent. discount; it will be given for the reason the charity is 
worthy and we feel like aiding it. To seek business upon a 


charitable basis by offering a discount of 10 per cent. is 
hardly dignified.

FIGUEROA STREET. 


An Important Opinion by the 
City Attorney. 


He Says the Street Belongs to the City and 
May Be Opened Throughout Its 
Entire Length by the 
Council. 


City Attorney McFarland yesterday 
eent the following opinion on Figueroa 
Street to the Council, from which it 
Will be seen that he takes the ground 
that the street belongs to the city and 
may be opened its entire length, if itis” 
desired. Owing to the importance of 
the matter, the opinion was referred to 
committee of the whole, and made the 
Special order for Monday next at 2 p. 
m. The text of the opinion follows: 

“In the matter of the several petitions 
and protests in regard to the existence 
of Figueroa sureet, between Pico and 
Sixth streets, i report as follows: In 


With Henry Hancock by which he was 
to survey the unsold land in the west- 
crn portion of the city into donation 
lots of thirty-five acres each. In 1857 
this map was completed and presented 
to the city, and has been known ever 
since as the Hancock map. The map, 
as presented, contained what was then 
Supposed to be the city limits, and 
showed in the western and southwest- 
ern portion of the city a large amount 
of land which was outside of the four 
leagues afterward confirmed as the city 
limits, and the lots and blocks were 
subaivided south of Pico street and to 
the exterior limits of what was then 
considered the pueblo boundaries. he 
blocks were surrounded by streets, the 
principal ones running in an easterly 
and westerly. direction, being Pico, 
Washington, Adams, Jefferson and 
other streets beyond the present limits 
of the city, which were named for the 
Presidents of the United States in their 
chronological order. The streets run- 
ing in a northerly and southerly di- 
rection were Micheltoreno. Alvarado, 
Figueroa and San Pedro. Each block 
contained eight lots, each lot contain- 
ing thirty-five acres, exclusive of the 
streets by which they were surrounded. 
Shortly after this map. was presented to 
the Council, Hancock surveyed the 
extericr——.boundaries of the city 
on the basis of tour leagues, 
defined such boundaries on said 
map and then extended his subdi- 
vision of the vacant lands of the city 
to the northern and eastern boundaries. 
This map shows Mitcheltoreno, Alva- 
rado and Figueroa streets as extending 
from the southerly to the northern 
boundary in straight lines, as well as 
other streets extending from one boun- 
dary to another wherever the lands are 
subdivided. Figueroa street, however, 
between Sixth street and Pico, as the 
map now exists. shows but one line 
between those points and that upon the 
eastern side of the street: but an in- 
epection of this map,,I think, shows 
that the line upon the western side of 
the street has been .erased. I can con- 
ceive of no reason why Mr. Hancock, 
in subdividing these lands should have 
uniformly bounded the lots and blocks 
by straight streets without reference 
to the topography of the land, and 
failed to do so in regard to Figueroa 
street between Pico and Sixth. There 
was no reason why a street should not 
have been ‘laid out between these points; 
the blocks on the west of the 
street between those points, if allowed 
to rin to the east side of the street 
Would ‘contain more than thirty-five 
fcres each, and would be bounded by 
© street at all upon the east. Mr.

for Mr. Hancock, and madé this map,has 
reheequently made a map showing the

points. All of the lots and blocks have 
been sold and described by reference 
to the Hancock map, and no question 
has ever been raised as to the exist- 
ence of any of the streets surround- 
ing the blocks shown by this map 
except as to Figuerca street between 
these points. At the time the Hancock 
survey was made it was not attempted 
to have the streets conform to the 
streets of Ord’s survey, and for that 
reason where the two surveys met 
there were numerous irregular blocks 
of land, one of which was of triangular 
shape, bounded on the west by Fig- 
ueroa street, on the east by Grasshop- 
per (now Pearl) street, 6n the north 
by Sixth street and running to a point 
at Pico. In 1859 the city deeded to 
William Moore this triangular strip, 
and described it as follows» A striv 
of land bounded on the west by blocks 
36 and 37 of Hancock’s survey, on the 
north by lots formerly sold to William 
Moore and on the east and south by 
city blocks of Ord’s survey. I presume 
that because this land was bounded 
on the west by blocks 36 and 37, which 
laid on the opposite side of Figueroa 
street, is was considered by Mr. Moore 
that it entitled him to the street lying 
east of these two blocks, but by 
the same reasoning he q@uld have 
said that because the _ strip was 
bounded on the east by the blocks of 
Ord’s survey, he was entitled to Grass- 
hopper street, because it laid between 
his strip and the blocks of Ord’s sur- 
vey. However, he made no claim to 
Grasshopper street, but did claim 
Figueroa street, and the same has been 
sold time and again, and is now cov- 
ered with houses and other valuable 
improvements, and city taxes HKave 
been collected on the same for over 
thirty years. I have been shown the 
testimony of Mr. Moore, perpetuated 
by the owners of the property lying in 
Figueroa street, in which he states 
that at the time he purchased this 
strip of land no line was shown on the 
Hancock map, where the west side of 
Figueroa street should have been be- 
tween these points. But, in view of all 
these facts, I am forced to conclude 
that Mr. Moore was mistaken, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that, in 1870, 
when Mr. Moore surveyed the canal 
and reservoir lands, and’ presented his 
map to the city, it showed Figueroa 
Street as existing south of Sixth street. 
“In view of these facts, I am of the 
opinion that Figueroa street was laid 
out between these points, and is now 
a public street between those points. 
“Having determined that this street 
existed prior to the giving of the deed 
by the city to William Moore, it is for 
you to determine whether or not there 
exists such a public necessity for a 
street between these points, or any por- 
tion thereof, as will justify the private 
loss and confiscation of property which 
will result by the opening of the street. 
While I am a firm believer that private 
individuals should not be allowed to ap- 
propriate public streets, yet I believe 
that, ih view of the peculiar facts of 
this case, the street should not . be 
opened unless the interest of the public

A NEW POINT RAISED 


Important Factor in the 
Millet Suit. 


Judge Shaw Nay Reconsider His 


Former Decision. 


Preliminary Hearing on the Library 
Demand Suit. 


The Demurrer Overruled, but Judge Shaw 
Refuses to Grant a Writ—Supreme 
Court Opinions—New 
Suits. 


The trial of the suit brought by Mrs. 


__N,- Millet against the executors of the 


estate of L. L. Bradbury,. deceased, to 
recover money alleged to be due for 
services rendered during her brother’s 
lifetime, was.resumed before Judge 
Shaw and a jury, in Department Five, 
yesterday. The proceedings, as on the 
preceding days of the trial, consisted 
mainly of the introduction of docu- 
mentary evidence and depositions, tend 
ing to show the business relation 
which existed between brother and sis- 
ter during the lifetime of the deceased. 
although some little oral testimony was 
taken in support of the documentary 
evidence. The most important feature, 
however, was, when, upon learning that 
plaintiff proposed to show that a con- 
tract existed between Mrs. Millet and 
her brother, prior to his death, Judge 
Shaw intimated that he might, under 
these circumstances, reconsider his fe- 


cision as to the admissability of that 


part of the depositions which was 
stricken out last week., which will ma- 
terially alter the aspect of the case. 
The matter will be taken up again this 
morning. 

THE LIBRARY DEMAND. 

The suit instituted by Miss Tessa L. 
Kelso, the city librarian, against City 
Auditor F. H. Teale, to compel him tc 
audit a demand for $200, which she 
presented against the city library fund, 
on account of expenses incurred as a 
delegate to the World’s Congress of 
Librarians and the American Library 
Assotiation Gidbence, held at Chicago 
in July last, came up for hearing on 
demurrer before Judge Shaw, in De- 
partment Five, yesterday morning. The 
grounds upon which the City Attorney, 
who represented the defendant, relied in 
presenting his demurrer, were that the 
affidavit filed by the plaintiff did not 
State facts sufiicient to constitute a 
cause of action against the defendant, 
nor did it entitle the plaintiff to the 
relief demanded. Conside:avle time was 
consumed in the argument of tech- 
nical points, at the conclusion of which 
Judge Shaw overruled the demurrer. 
“Then the writ is granted, your honor,” 
said coumsel for plaintiff.‘‘No,”” replied 
Judge Shaw, ‘‘the hearing is continued 
until Monday next for further argu- 
ment on its merits.”’ That is to say, 
on Monday next the legality of the de- 
mand is to be argued, and the whole 
matter is to be gone into.

Southern California Motor Road Com- 
pany (appellant) vs. San Bernardino 
National Bank et al. (respondents.) Ap- 
peal from an order of Judge J. L. 
Campbell, denying plaintiff’s motion for 
a change of venue from San Bernar- 
dino county, on the ground that both 
Superior judges are disqualified to try 
it. Order appealed from affirmed. 

Southern California Motor Road Com- 
pany (appellant) vs. Samuel Merrill et 
al. (respondents.) This case is like that 
above, and was submitted upon the 
same briefs on the part of appellant. 
Upon the authority of that case the 
order appealed from is affirmed. 

John Elledge (respondent) vs. National 
City and Otay Railway Company (ap- 
pellant;) action for damages for per- 
sonal injuries alleged to ,have been 
caused by defendant's negligence; ap. 
pealed from the judgment and an order 
refusing a new trial. Judgment and 
order affirmed. 

ON A TECHNICALITY. 

In Department One yesterday, Arthur 
Lewis, a young man of apparent re- 
spectability, appeared before Judge 
Smith and a jury to answer to the 
charge of having obtained $200 from 
Luke D. Bechtel of No. 118 South Olive 
street by means of false pretenses. 

The testimony for the prosecution dis- 
closed-the fact that on August 24 last, 
Lewis, while in the employ of Fisher & 
Boyd, the music dealers, sold a piano 
to Luke D. Bechtel for $200, and, after 
pocketing the pro Ss, absconded, but 
was arrested at he Needles and 
brought back to this city. He was at 
first charged with embezzlement, and, 
in fact, was held to answer for that of- 
fense; but a technical objection being 
raised by the defendant, a new infor- 
mation was filed, charging him as above 
stated. At the close of the evidence’

Upon complaint of Mrs. Lillian Ashby 
Woodworth, his mother, William Wal- 
lace Woodworth, an unusually bright 
boy of 10 years of age, was committed 
by Judge Clark yesterday afternoon to 
the State school at Whittier. From the 
statements made by the boy’s mother, 
it was evident that the lad was no 
worse than others of his age, and that 
the entire proceeding was taken for the 

urpose of relieving herself of the re- 
sponsibility attaching to the custody of 
the child, who is the son of her former 
husband, from whom she:-was divorced. 
The court, however, although some- 
what in doubt as to the bov being in- 
corrigible, concluded that it was best 
for his interests that he should be sent 
to school, especially as the youngster 
himself expressed the desire to go 
there: and it was so ordered.

The City Council in Session— 
Business Transacted. 


Bids for Street Work—One Chinaman As- 
saults Another—Personal Notes | 
of Interest—Batch of 
Brevities. 


The City Council met in regtlar ses- 
sion at 2 o’clock Monday afternoon. 
Mayor Weed presided, and all the 
trustes were present except Mr, Lu- 
kens. who is confined to his home by 
illness. 

All bills filed to date were referred to 
the Committee on Auditing and Fi- 
nance without reading. 

The new business opened with a little 
spat between E. 8. Frost and Street Su- 
perintendent Brown. Mr. Frost had be- 
gun to dig a trench on Broadway before 
he had applied for a permit, and Mr. 
Brown had had Mr. Frost arrested for 
so doing. Mr. Frost deemed this petty 
officiousness, and said as much, to the 
councilmen. Mr. Brown replied to the 
effect that Mr. Frost was away off in 
his arguments, and had refused to ap- 
ply for a permit. Mayor Weed stated 
that the matter was now in court, and 
that the Council, therefore, had no ju- 
risdiction, and there the subject 
dropped. 

Next on the programme was an ar- 
gument on the matter of removing the 
trees and hedges on North Moline ave- 
nue, between Colorado street and the 
Santa Fe crossing. F. S. Wallace_pre- 
sented a petition signed by owners rep- 
resenting a frontage of 2412 feet on the 
portion of the thoroughfare named, 
asking the Council to condemn and or- 
der removed at once all trees and 
hedges on the line of the street limits. 
AS reasons, were cited the fact that the 
present planting is irregular, and pre- 
vents uniform and permanent improve- 
ments. The petition further states that 
the present shade trees are liable to be 
blown over by a heavy wind, and that 
in case they escape this calamity, their 
spreading roots will break up the side- 
walks and curb. On motion the prayer 
of the petitioners was granted, so far 
as it referred to the property owned by 
the signers. 

Capt. C. M. Simpson presented a peti- 
tion bearing sixteen signatures, asking 
that an electric light be placed at the 
intersection of Fair Oaks avenue and 
Illinois street. The petition was or- 
dered filed. 

A resolution was passed to grade, 
curb and gutter Worcester avenue ac- 
cording to the official specifications. 

A petition bearing the names of ten 
property-owners, was presented, asking 
that Delacy street be extended south 
of Kansas street, on the line of that 
thoroughfare north of Kansas. The 
people at the north end of.the street 
claim that they need no extension, and 
argue that the property-owners at the 
south end should pay whatever differ- 
ence in cost the plan advocated in the 
petition would entail. No action was 
taken. W.H. Wiley, J. W. Hughes and 
A. 8S. Caswell addressed the board in 
favor of granting the petition. 

The Auditing and Finance Committee 
recommended the payment of bills to 
the amount of $1499.73. The report was 
approved and the necessary warants 
were ordered drawn. 

A communication from Mrs. C. J. 
McDermid, asking permission to erect 
a baker's brick oven in the rear of 
No. 63 Colorado street, was referred to 
the Committee on Fire and Water. 

Gray Bros., Artificial Stone Paving 
Company was nted fifteen days ad- 
diitonal time ith which to complete the 
laying of cement sidewalks on East 
Colorado street for the reason that the 
granite curbs are not 471 laid. 

A. J. Painter was granted permis- 
sion to withdraw his application for 
an electric road franchise over the 
North Pasadena street-car line. 

The following bids were opened for 
grading Waverly Drive, between Fair 
Oaks and Pasadena avenues, and for 
curbing the same with redwood: John 
Showalter, $397 for the job complete; 
Charles Mushrush, 49 cents per foot; 
F. H. Townsend, 66 cents per foot. 
@©n motion all bids were rejected and 
the clerk was instructed to readver- 
tise for bids to be handed in prior,to 
noon of November 20. 

Bids were opened for laying a cement 
sidewalk, five feet wide, on the west 
side of Raymond avenue, between 
Walnut and Villa streets, as follows: 
Gray Bros’. Artificial Stone -Paving 
Company, 10% cents per foot; Ward & 
Roberts, 10% cents. The bid-of Ward 
& Roberts was declared off for the 
reason that the accompanying certified 
check was not for a sufficiently large 
amount. The contract was a 
to Gray Bros. 

The same parties bid for laying a 
cement walk on the west side of Pasa- 
dena avenue, between Coloradd and 
Kansas streets. Gray Bros’. figures 
were’ ll cents a foot, and those of 
Ward & Roberts 10% cents. Again 
was the check of the latter firm some- 
what shy, and Gray Bros. were 
awarded the contract. 

Bids were opened as follows for lay- 
ing a sewer on Walnut street, from the 
center of Raymond avenue to a point 
377 east thereof: P. P. Bonham, $433; 
J. J. Mahoney, sewer, $1.12 per foot, 
with $90 additional for a flush tank.’ 
Mr. Bonham was awarded the contract. 

Cc. G. Breed was granted permission 
to erect two cottages on the southwest 
corner of Peach Place and Fair Oaks 
avenue. 

J. D. Oliver was putes permission 
to erect a frame ructure, covered 
with corrugated iron, for storing wood 
and affording shelter for horses on 
the southwest corner of Raymond ave- 
nue and Uniom street, on the condi- 
tion that no hay be stored therein. 

A petition of Peter Steil, asking per- 
mission to erect a bowling alley north 
of his premises on Fair Oaks avenue, 
was referred to the Fire and Water 
Committee. 

A communication was read from 
Chief Engineer Perris of the Santa Fe, 
in which that company agrees to re- 
move its sidetrack at the Colorado- 
street crossing inside of twelve months, 
provided the city does not have the 
Bartlett lot, north of Colorado street, 
fenced in or otherwise obstructed.

The proposition was accepted, and the 
City Attorney was instructed to draw 


to draw up papers providirig. for the 
carrying out of such work. 

Trustee Clarke called the attention of 
the board to the necessity of purchas- 
ing a street-sweeper. The matter was 
discussed, but no action taken. 

E.. L. Farris was granted a rebate of 
50 cents on taxes. 

Recorder Rossiter’s and Marshal 
Buchanan's reports for October, show- 
ing five cases tried and fines im- 
posed to the amount of $21.60, were 
read and ordered filea. 

The meeting then adjourned.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


Trial of the Brown Assault Case 
Commenced. 


William Murray Tells His Story on the Wit- 
ness Stand—Proceedings of the 
Supervisors—Briefs and 
Personals. 


The Superior courtroom was almost 
filled to its full capacity all day Mon- 
day with friends and relatives of the 
parties directly interested in the Brown- 
Murray assault case. The forenoon was 
consumed in securing a jury. It was 
after 2 o’clock before the first witness, 
William Murray, the injured man, was 
called by the prosecution. He testified, 
in brief, as follows: That on the 8th 
of August last, the day of the trouble 
between himself and the Browns, 
he was at the barn on his place, when 
his wife called to him to come over to 
the house, that the Browns were taking 
up that water-pipe; that he went over 
to Where the Browns were working; 
that jhe asked them what they were 
doing; that they told him that they 
were ‘taking up their pipe; that he told 
them he understood the pipe belonged 
to him, and that he did not want it re- 
moved; that M-. Brown, Sr., said that 
they would let the law settle that point; 
that he again asked them not to remove 
the pipe; that Mr. Brown, Jr., was 
standing only a few feet away, leaning 

long-handled spade; that Mr. 

, Sr., said, “Oh, well, we'll take 
up ew joints now, anyway; that he 
then stooped over to take up a piece of 
the pipe; that he (Murray,) then 
reached out his left hand toward him, 
at the same time saying: ‘“‘No, you must 
not take——’’ but before the sentence 
was finished Mr. Brown, Jr., struck him 
with the spade; that after that time he 
was unconscious until after he had been 
carried into the house, and for some 
time thereafter. 

Upon further examination, he testi- 
fied that the conversation at no time 
while he was there was boisterous, or 
such as would indicate that there was 
a bad feeling between himself or either 
of the Browns. 

The other witneses examined testified, 
in substance, the same as upon the pre- 
liminary examination on August 24. 

Mr. Helwig said, when he was on 
the witness-stand, in addition to his 
preliminary testimony, that after the 
blow had been struck, and he came up 
to where the men were standing, that it 
was suggested by one of the party that 
Mr. Murray be carried into the house; 
that as they started to do that, he put 
his hand on Mr. Brown, Jr.’s, arm, and 
said, ‘“‘Come, you go in with us;’ that 
Mr. Brown, Jr., said, “You don’t need 
to be afraid, Helwig, I’m not going to 
run away.” 

After the taking of other testimony 
substantially the same as heretofore pub- 
lished in The Times, the court ad- 
journed until this morning.
